prejudice of the Nations Laws and, priviledges,did notwithſtandi 
{eek out various Pretexts,that by Liberties diſtruCtion,the Spirits of 
the Nations Inhabitants ſhould, be made, bitter;they did eſteem ſow-. 
ing and fomenting matter of Diſſention, for engaging more capa- 
cious Souls inclined to Liberty, (diffatisfaftory and repugnant to 
them )againſt each other,to facilitate their overthrow and ſuppreſſi- 
ona miſtery of domineering eftectual and ſuitable to their purpoſe. 

Nor did the prepoſterous Luſt of Dominion contain 1it-ſelf in 
thoſe, Limits, but perſons of all Ranks were Vehemently pillaged 
and opprefied by exceffive Calamities and intollerable.rigour., the 
Barrs: of Faith. and Solemn- Oaths being broak.afinder. The de- 
fign and determinate purpoſe of their intentions was, to evert the 
Fortreſles of the Nations Laws and priviledges, by gradual and 
ingeneous machinations , and thoſe not ſucceeding, by open 
force, the ſecret Providence of a diſpleaſed. God permitting the 
ſame; Whither becauſe a fatal period was approaching a . moſt 
Flouriſhing Kingdom, or bccauſe the refiſfers of due obedience 
to a Lawful Prince of their own Blood, were to feel the" weight 
of a Strangers Domineering. TILT 03-0 

Theſe miſeries received increment by the contempt: and difhon- 
our ofthe Nations Peers and Nobles, who contrary to the ſtrength 
of Law, were gradually excluded or removed from Digmties and 
publick FunCtions, and ſubjeCted-to inſolent Government , and 
Dorr inion of Strangers ; ſo-by daily growth of injuries, ahd pre- 
valancy of force, the ſtate of Hungary was fo far precipatare, that 
ſcarce a ſhaddow or veſtage of Antient Liberty could be percei- 
ved: 'whatſomever- once appeared high and glorious, was. now 
neglected and trod under Foot, ruine'-and overthrow was pre- 
pared for all ſuſpect Vertue. 

Petitions and Complaints were no way. prevailent , Appeals to 
Regal fidelity were in vain;will Occupied the Chair of Reafon, 
whatſomever- they pleaſed, or ſeemed: to, them expedient, was 
practiced:: Complaints were ſometimes received in ſhow and ap-. 
Pearance, but in Conformity tothe rule of: extravagant Authort- 
and for further Torment, returned with vain and irrit Words, 
often eluded by Lydibri and ppbradung reproach. The

bight: ' that Men: were rendred ſuſpe& againſt rhe. King, an

Robbed by moſt wicked prerexts, their Goods divided and dragge 
from them, either that the Blood-ſuckers might ſatiate their vora” 
cious Appetites or the Exchequer a place for pillaging the Poor,and 
moſt infamous receptickle of Horrid Rapines might be cram'd. 
Now the congruous and true names of things were baniſhed;to con- 
ferr other mens Goods in reward of Treachery was called Cle- 
mency; to deſtribute the fortunes of the wandring and illegally 
exiled amongſt Baſtards, Liberalitie , pardoning of. Innocents co- 
lonred with the name of Mercy; in ſhort, all chings Divine and 
human was at the diſpoſal of the Germans : Inthe Kingdom was 
Want Dammage, Diſhonour anda mott Abominable'Schenie of 
affairs. | | 
When Souls vigorous and impatient of Servitude, were bur= 
thened above meaſure, with thoſe and innumerable injuries, at 
length the exceſs of Patience inclining to revenpe, did betake them 
felves to juſt and allowed Remedies ; . calling to mind they had 
choſen a King by free ſifftrages, not a Maſter they endeavoured 
to reduce the extravagent and indire&t manner of Governing to 
its ordinary Channel. | 

A Remedy by War is concluded upon; immediately ſudden 
meetings, a Soul uniting. ſociety arifing from common haz- 
zard and loſs of Liberty, together with the juſtneſs of their Cauſe, 
did animate that moſt Noble Nation to lay hold on neceflary and 
juit Arms, and endeavour reſtitution of now buried Liberty to 
former ſplendorand integrity, without the ſtain of Rebellion or in- 
fidelity, according to the tenour ofthe Decree of King Azdrew the 
24. ſurnamed of Feruſalem. | 

The magnanimous Hero, Stephey Bocskai, a man of excellent In- 
gene, famous for War-like Vertue and ſagacity, repute more than 
a private perſon while private ,did firſt aſſault this luxureant force, 
who iritate with exceſſive injuries, with a ſmall number of Aſſift- 
ants, but great and undaunted reſolution of Sonl, oppoſed himſelf 
to rageing violence, with a high and Heroick ſpirit, affaulted a 
part of the Emperial Army, -with happy ſucceſs did rout and 
chaſe the ſame, and perſuing, his firſt victory did fill theKingdom 
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and the World wich admirable progreſs, having gained the Honour 
tobe by common conſent of the people of Hungary, . declared 
Prince of Tranſdtania, and Hungaria, and. Patron of Liberty, 
which he did not only revive from the duſt of Death, but did alſo 
preſcribe due meaſures to, the King then Reigning, wiz. Rodul- 
phus the ſecond and his ſicceſſors, Circumſcribing their Power 
according to the Laws Limitations. 
Now there appeared moſt excellent and conducible proviſion 
OE and publick tranquility, moſt ample conditions were 
ed in a Treatiſe by which, ſafety, integrity, and ſecurity of Li- 
berty Civil and Eccleſiaſtick, were aſlured tothe Subjects by Regal 
Faith, and Letters Patents : But not long after, the Inhabitants 
experienced Hope to. be falacious, and humane expectation to be 
founded upon an unſtable bottom; for not long after the Peace, the 
moſt 1][uſtrious Bocskai paying his laſt debt by his untimely death, 
did afford ſorrow to the Hungarians, and a new occaſion for 
ambition, while almoſt they by the ſame Burial performed Fune- 
ral Solemnity to the Memory of the great Patron of their Liber- 
ties, and their decaying Liberty ; a paſſage to be memorateto all. 
poſterity, that as it were by a new Funeral, tl eir lately. regenit 
Liberties were overwhelmed immediately, contrary to Faith and 
conditions of Peace , accaſions were catched for breaking the 
late compadts, as if they they had been extorted. by force of Arms; 
which were, notwithſtanding,of free choice andvoluntary conſent. 
Which unbridled Licenſe,breach of Faith and ſolemn Oath, the 
diſcreetly intelligent Freemen ofthe Nation,ſuſtaining with indigna- 
tion and difpleafure, that they might applynew and efteCtual Medi- 
caments to reiterate Maladies, did betake themſelves to their Anci- 
entPriviledge of reſiſting their opp reſſing Kings,and directed their 
eyes towards the proteCtion of my Anceſtors, : 
The Atroſity of moſt exquiſite oppreſlions, and everſion of Pri- 
vileages Divine and-Humane, did promove the zeal of thoſe pi- 
ous purpoſes, by which alſo my Anceſtors Gabriel Betlen and 
George Rakoci the firſt, a Prince.of glorious memory (here I con- 
'Elude double injuries, and a twofold Warr in one-compend, to 
evit the recital of particulars ) did imploy all endeavours to ſuf- | 
focate an approacting miſchief in its birth , reverberate the vehe- 
'ment es of incumbent violence, and eſteeming the afflictions 


.of a dejected Nation their own, either to mitigate or _—_— the 
nk | ſame 
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fame , with deſign always to compreſs inſolent and extravagant” 
dominion within the boundaries of Laws and Priviledges, leaſt 
Liberty and Religions final overthrow ſhonld tend to. a moſt flou* 
riſhing Kingdoms total everſion, and damnifying prejudice of all 
Chriſtendom. | 

Arms are again Levied for the Defence of that moſt righteous 
Cauſe, ſo countenanced with Bleſſings from Heaven, the Awuſftri» 
ack Kings frighted with-increment of Arms and unexpected ſuc- 
ceſs, of their own accord propoſed, and did conclude a Peace, 
ratifying the ſame by Faith and publick Chartour; but this Peace, 
confirmed and regiſtrate in the houdge bulk of. Two Treatiles,at- 
forded not to Hungary expected trarquility, or continuing Peace :. 
The Kings in ſuch veſpits did rather lay hold on all occaſions, that 
in a ſtate of imaginary and fraudulent Peace,they might, by the - 
accuſtamary infatuating Machinations, infect and divide the minds- 
« Peers and Nobles, which they could not infringe by force and. 

ar. 

It were tedious, and more than neceſſary to memorate in a 
prolix gradation calamities of former times, which, ſince com-- 
prehended in the monuments of Hiſtories, I ſhall not recapitu- 
late; laying aſide therefore the precedent; I ſhall ſhortly relate 
the grievouſneſs of the preſent, that the whole world may judge- 
and cognoſs the Hungarians, who have ſuſtained violence and in- 
juries, are ſtript of their whole liberties contrary to Regal Obli- - 
gation . and Faith, the contents of Charter and: publick. Laws, 
have taken up juſt, wartantable and allowed Arms. * 

It muſt of neceſſity. be granted; and ought not to be reflected. 
upon without intimate and hearty ſenſe of grief, that his now Sa- 
cred Imperial Kingly Ma'eſty, immediately after his being inſtalled- 
in the Government by free ſuffrage, according to the ancient uſe 
and cuſtom, treading the footſteps of his Predeceſlors, did decline 
frem legal procedure in Government, to burthenſom and abſo- 
lute domineering : In the whole Tract of his Government, he re- 
mitted nothing of the cuſtomary inveterate endeavours of pre- 
judging Liberty, and nothing but whar pleaſed was granted to. , 
Addreſlers and Supplicants according to publick Law. An Um- 
brage of Liberty, and oſtentation of Regal Clemency, portended - 
Slavery to the Malecontents. ahes cha LIAR.

there wanted not highly generous Spirits atnong the Hung atians, 
thorowly grieved with the fraudulent machinations and counſels 
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practiſed to the overthrow of the publick, who modeſtly repre- 
ſented the violence and breach of publick Faith, but with more 
zeal than ſucceſs; for as his Majeſty had received the ſapream 


Honour of Government, impared and dzflowred by others, and 
 otight according to Faith and Obligation to have reſtored the ſame 
'to former Luſtreand Integrity,ſo managed he the ſame according 


to Luſt and Illmited Dominion. 


Hence from reſpect and obedience due to Regal Majeſty ( of 
which the people of Hungary have ſtill been moſt obſervant ) mi- 
tigation of rigourous Matter-ſhip,was firſt eſfayed by Addreſſes and 
Supplications ; but while neither complaints, nor volumes of 
grievances, often campoſed and rejected, could put ayy ſtop to 
the currant of inordinate Fower, a plaiſter for Wounds was to 
be found out by the Sword, which a publick Law doth pro- 
nounce Lawfuland Juſt; and to be laid hold on when any ofthe 
Kings, not obſerving the true Ballance of Ordinary Power, do 
proceed to a prepoltrous Licentiouſnels of domineering, contrary 
tothe Nations manifeſt Laws and priviledges, and the intereſt of 
the Inhabitants. | 


AndI heartily wiſh the Arms once taken tÞ in defence of Li- 


. berties, had been continued in better Order,and with more vigor- 


ous endeavours; it had been more Glorious, more Vertnous, 
to have recovered the over-clouded ſplendor of Liberty, by con- 
ſtant and generous Achievements, than be ſubjugate to moſt re- 
proachful Slavery by too much Creaulity and fatal diſcord. 

But an Inclinationto Diſſention, natural to the Hungarian Na- 
tion, together with the Word and Promiſes of His Sacred Imperi- 
al Kingly Majeſty,which moſt effeftualy bewitched them, did ſid- 
denly put a ſtop to ſo conſiderable Commencements. 


So ſoon as it was notified to the Court at Vienna, that thirtee! 
Counties had Levied Arms for recovering their Liberties , imme” 
diately by an exquiſite artifice,for renting their minds, Letters were 
directed to the foreſaid Counties, in which Pardon was granted 
to all; repenting their defection, ſhould deſert the Racocian par- 
ty,. in due obedience to their King: Moreover it was added,that 


already committed delinquencies ſhould be liable to no puniſh- 


ment 
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ment by Law or Judicatory whatſomever; thatall ſhould be con- 
tinued without: hurt or Damage in Life, Liberty and Fortune, 
in poſſeſſion of moveables and immoveables; at the report of: this 
immunity publickly ratified by Regal Faith, their minds were rent 
affunder to the loſs of vigour and motion, and laying down their 
Arms with indiſcretion, they again betook themſelves to Peace of 
roo ſhort continuance, eſteeming a ſpacious door of ſuperaboun- 
dant benignity, opened to all who pleaſed to enter, who 
indeed were preſerved for a more ſecure Vengeance for the fu- 
ture ; for ſome forfeited their Lives, others their For- 
tunes, and ſome were puniſhed by perpetual Impriſonment; this 
neyer enough to be lamented inconſtancy, did open a Gate ; and 
furniſh the Imperialiſts with ſufficient occaſions to- effeCtuate all 
their purpoſes; who liberate from fear,under the conduct of Ge- 
neral Sperkius invaded Hungary, and: ruſhing into the Heart of the 
Nation without loſs of Blood or Man,did ſeize Towns, Caſtles,and 
Fortreſles; neither were there any to refiſt,the people being ſcorn- 
fully cheated with the promiſed benignity. 

By theſe means they did proceed to all manner of afflictions, 
rapines and Libidinous baſeneſs, which the: unbridled Soldiers 
committed.every where, contrary to the tenour of the foreſaid: 
' Letters, and Regal ſecurity ; Churches were abuſed and pulled: 
down, Caſtles demoliſhed, Noble-mens Courts everted, and the- 
Nobillity, who - inconfiderately confided in promiſed Oblivion, 
dragd to Judgement, at Poſomza;yet many cf the more diſcreet for- 
{zeing fraudulant machinations couched-under the mask of King» 
ly Clemency and Grace, did evit prepared ſnares, betaking-them- 
{elves to my protection in this Province. 

The report of ſo lamentable calamity and unexpetted altera- 
tion, ſtrack me with grievous and unſpeakable aſtoniſhment; 
and becauſe I underſtood this ſtorm would break out in tempeſts 
molt dangerous and prejudicial to the Chriſtian World, imme= 
diately, from an upright and ſincere intention, 1 ſent my Ambaſ+ 
ſador to his Sacred Imperial Majeſty, repreſenting the hazard : 
which might follow the Application of teo corroſive Medicaments 
to this Malady,and that remiſs and mollifying Plaiſters were con» 
ducible, that Souls might be engaged to hope and confide in Re- 
gal Clemency, leaſt driven to diſpair, they be prompted to /ex-' 
tremities of dangerous conſequence, to Hungery and all Chriſten» 


dom; 
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-dom': But this my propoſal -again and again reiterate, and fin- 


cerely upright endeavours for publick advantage were heard, bur 


with difficulty, and returned without a ſuitable or deſired anſiver; 
'the luſt of abſolute dominion had taken deeper roots than could 
be pluckt up by words and perſivaſions. 


The compleat progreſs, and all the aCtings in the Kingdom did 
favour violence, not Kingly Government ; nothing required ac- 
cording to Law procured, no mans ſtate ſecure, delinquency at- 
tended Riches : Neitker now was the procecdure gradual, bur 
with precepitate rage to all manner of affliction. It evidently ap- 
peared an occaſion of converting a free Kingdom to a hereditary, 
long ſought after, was now voraciouſly ſnatched. Immediately 
Violence is practiſed, the glory of liberty undone, the Peers and 
Patriots of Law trod under foot, the Nobility baniſhed their pre- 
deceſiors habitations, their goods coriiicate; dignities, honours, 
and places of publick truit conferred on Strangers in prejudice of 
the Kingdoms conſtitutions ; moreover a Council of rigorous in- 
quiſition inſtitute againſt liberties affertors, or any ſuſpect oppce 
ſite to their illegal endeavours; three Counts judz<4 by a moſt il- 
legal Proceſs, and murdered by the hands of blo-dy Execution- 
ers, a memorable inſtance to the World of their ſavage cruelty ; 
but all this was defeCtive to fatiate revenge, for the miſery of 
Orphants wasaugmented, by redaCting the Children of the ſlain 
and baniſhed to Beggery. 

Their ſeafing the Churches of the reformed was an acceſlary of 
this Tragedy, in which Fury and exceſlive madneſs did rage fo 
impetuouſly, that men might have imagined they waged War a- 
gainſt houſes ſet apart for pious uſes, and the Walls had been 
Guilty of Rebellion; ſuddenly the Miniſters were thruſt our from 
their Congregations and expelled their native Land, others forced 
by the terror of threats to give ſecurity no more to Preach, did 
obtain their Lives and Liberties to depart the Nation, and many, 
as piacular Sacrifices, were condemned to the Gallies (a horrid 
and ever to be abominate preſedent, that their leading an anxi- 
ous and miſerable Life, they might be conſumed with grief, want 


. of cleanly accomodation, hard Labours and Hunger. 


- A violett Torrent of Perſecution, ard curſed Tyranmzing over 
Conſciences went on a pace,no Marriape to be ſolemnized,nor Bap- 
tiſme adminiſtred, bur by Reman Miniſters 3 men drag'd by F A 
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and Armsto Maſks and Proceſſions every where , endearourers 
to draw back, were affeted with exceſlive penalties and pecuni- 


ary Muldts. 


Neither were women exempt from danget, who not charge- 
able with leſe Majeſty, were accuſed for tears; it was a treſ*- ' 
paſs, and of dangerous conſequence to ſigh finder miſery, and 
weeping over the Sentenced by Death, a thing difcharged. 


Money was extorted privately and publickly from the miſ- 
rable Commons, by various Stratagems, and feigned Names, 
Gariſons removed and ſetled, Laws irrogate at pleafure, Rapines, 


'Plunderings, and innumerable Oppreſlions over all. 


The Exiled Lords, provoked by theſe and other Inexplicable 
Irjuries, brought to the Precipiſe of final overthrow of Life and 
Fortune; deſtitute of all help from Chriſtians, and perceiving no 
hope of mitigating His Majeſty, did reſolve in this extream neceſ- 
ſity to betake themſelves to the benignity of the 11lultrious Or- 
zoman, Soveraignity, and ' implore his Protection againſt moſt 
unjuſt violence, for the relief of the Kingdom, and ſafety of ma- 
ny Innocents. Neither was their reſolutions in vain; their re- 
queſts ware admitted- with ſmall difficulty ; and whom a hard 
Lot, and extream Rigour, had rendred Exiles, the Generoſity 
and - Condeſcention of the -Ottoman Soveraignity did furniſh 
with refuge, ſecurity and means for Suſtenance. Often are the 
works of the Divine Soveraign ſo ordered, that ſudden puniſh- 
ment overtaketh rageing cruelty, when ſecure in ſucceſs it ſelf ; 
leaſt ſtraying ſhould at any time be removed from the wicked, 
or hope utterly detained from afflifted vertue. 


I know many do miſconſtruct this Act of Extream Neceſlity, 


and Pprepoſtrouſly ſlander the Hungarians Nation , as dege- 
nerate, and making defeCtion from Chriſtians ; but ſuch are either 
ignorant of the Hungarian Liberty , according to fundamental!

Let therefore the Chriſtian World judge by the foreſaid Rea-
